In its wake, civil rights advo- 


cates have promised another fight 
next session to change the Senate 
rules to make it easier to break 
filibusters. 


After twice refusing to choke off 


debate—and thus1 force an end to 
Southern 
speeches 
against

measwe—the Senate voted 49-34 
late Tuesday I'o put the; literacy! 
bill' as'ide: and' procec'd: (o othejr 
legislation. 


Thisi wrapped up a victory or 


Southern foes of the measure. 
They had successfully staved off 
efforts to bring it to a vote' ever 
since it was called up by Demo- 
cratic and Repcfclican leaders on 
April 24. 


The measure would have ex- 


empted anyone with a sixth-grade 
education from paSsingi a state 
literacy test to qualify to vote in 
congressional 
and 
presidential 


elections. 


Its supporters said the bill was 


aimed at discrimination against 
Negroes.by election registrars in 
about 100 Southern counties. Dixie 
senators denounced it as an un- 
constitutional . infringement 
on 


states! rights tc- determine voter 
qualifications. 


The'. Senate rejected by a 53-43 


vote last Wednesday, and by a 52- 
42 count Monday, motions to in- 
voke its anlifilibuster rule and cut 
off debate on the bill. 


A two-thirds' majority1 of sena- 


tors voting' is require'd' to put Hie! 
rule into effect.

said. "Our complainl relates to 
discrimination in how and where 
they vote." 


The complaint said the defend- 


ants have required and are plan- 
ning to require Negroes to vote 
in separate polling places on vot- 
ing machines designated for Ne- 
groes only, with white and Negro 
vote totals separately 
tabulated
